The Method of deciding dubious Caſes, where 
there appeared no Grove for a Preference, by 
Lots or Chances, is undoubtedly of great Antiquity.

Hiſtory makes mention of ſeveral Kinds of Deci- 
ſion by Lots or Chauces, which were in uſe among 
the ancient Heathens, under the general Name 
of Sortes, and by them divided into, different 
Claſſes, as the Eb Præneſtinæ, the Sortes Homericæ 
Virgilianæ, &c. the former of aff were famous 
among the Greeks, and was performed by. Means
